This action, the colonel said, illustrated 
in actual practice the working “‘ of the presi- 
| dente theory of governmént by a representa- 
tive part of the people." If the question were 
put up to the people represented in the sen- 
ate by Dillingham, or Gamble, or Jones, he 
ddded, they would not have decided the iseue 
as the senators did. 

“ It seems to me," he continued, ‘“that the 
Lorimer cage is a strong argument for more 
direct government by the people, a stpéng 
argument for the direct election of the pena- 
tors bythe people.” 


‘Latest Working of Theory. 

Mr. Roosevelt did not spare words when - 
discussing the Lorimer case. : 

“I wish to cail your attention to the latest 
instance of the working in actual practice of 
the preasident’s theory of government of the 
people by what he calls ‘a representative 
part’ of the people,” he said. “ Remember 
that Abraham Lincoin's stetement was that 
we needed a ‘ government of the peogie, far 
igre y. the people’ and yy all] 

. ig to have it : 


“In practice, ag I have sisoadiy sed. this 
has @] ways meant government by @ thorough- 
ly unrepresentative part of the people agminst 
‘the interest of the whole people; it méans and 
can only méan government of the people 
for the special interests by the bosses. 


Reactionaries Aid Lorimer. 

“The immediate illustration of this fact is 
afforded*by what the senate committee has 
@one in the Lorimer case. The reactionary 
members of both parties on the committee 
have stood by Mr. Lorimer and, against the 
.Pprotest of the minority, have recommended 
that he be allowed to continue in his place. 

**Do you think that the representatives who 
have acted in this way really represent the 
people? I don’t. Do you think that this 
specimen of government of the people by a 
representative part of the people, so-called— 
that is, really by a misrepresentative part of 
the people—represents an improvement on 
@overnment by the people? I don't. 

“For instance, one of the gentlemen who 
signed the report on behalf of Mr, Lorimer 
was Senator Dillingham of Vermont. I donot 
for one moment believe that if the people of 
Vermont could vote on this issue they would 
vote to retain Mr. Lorimer in the senate. I 
do not for one moment believe that the people 
of Washington and South Dakota would have 
voted for Mr. Lorimer, and yet their sena- 
tors, Messrs. Gamble and Jones, did. 


Argument for Direct Elections. 

“It seems to me that this Lorimer case, 
so far from an argument in favor of 
the president's position that we should have 
government of the people by a part of the 
people, is a strong argument for more direct 
government py the people—a strong argu- 
ment for. the direct election of United States 
senators by the people. 

“ We have also heard a good deal of talk 
recently by our opponents—headed, I am 
sorry to say, by the president himself— 
against what they have called ‘ the impulsive 
judgment of the people.’ 

“ Now, of courte, in nothing that we have 
proposed have we Asked for impulsive judg- 
ment. In the proposal that I have made for 
giving the people the right, by a reasonably 
quick method of construction or amendment 
of the constitution, to say what they meant 
when they made the constitution, I have ex- 
Pressly stipulated for at least two years’ 
time before the final vote is taken, and if 
that is not sufficient to turn Impulse into 
sober judgment, then the people are wholly 
unfit to govern themselves at any time. 


Would Trust the People. | 
“But in any event I would a great deal 
rather trust the Impulsive judgment of the 
people in a case like the Lorimer case than 
the excessively deliberate judgment of the

Generally petitions for 
shall be filed with the secretary of 
state not less than thirty days before 
the April primary and shall be signed 
by not lese than 3,000 nor more than 
5,000 primary voters. For 1912, how- 
ever, petitions shall be filed not 
than six days prior to the April 9 
primary, and shall he signed by not 
Jess than+3,500 primary voters. |

Water Street Blaze. 


FIRE IN STOCKYARDS AGAIN. 


Morris & Co. Hair House Damaged; 
Glue Plant Threatened. 


Several hundred sacks of peanuts and Eng- 
lish walnuts were destroyed last night in a 
fire in a five story building at 29 East South 
Water street. It is occupied mainly by N.A. 
Coble & Co., brokers in nutsand dried fruits. 
A fireman was injured before being rescued 
from a perilous position. 

The blaze started of the third floor, pre- 
sumably from defective insulation. Flames 
were roaring through the roof when the first 
company arrived’ and a 4-11. alarm was 
sounded. The damage to the building, which 
is owned by the Leander McCormick qmate, 
is estifmated’at $50,000 ~~ 

The fifth floor was used for storage by the 
United Drug company, whiéh also décupies 
the adjoining building at 27 East South 
“Water street. This structure at first ap- 
peared to be burning. 

The fireman injured was Michael Furlong, 
| @ member of Engine company No. 13. He 
was cut about the body by broken glass and 
an artery in his left arm was severed while 
he was on a fire escape at the third floor. 
He was rescued by members of his own com- 
pany, who were cheered by thousands of peo- 
ple in the street. 


‘Blaze in Stockyards. 

Morris & Co.'s hairhouse, a two story brick 
building at West Forty-fourth and Justine 
streets, in the stockyards, was threatened 
with destruction by a blaze which for atime 
threatened to spread to. the glue factory to 
the east, owned by the same concern. 

The fire, believed to have been caused by 
spontaneous combustion, caused a loss of 
$10,000: It ts the third one there in two 
months. 

A watchman discovered the blaze shortly 
before 6 o'clock, when flames were seen near 
one of the east windows of the building, 
which is separated from the glue factory by a 
émall alley.

At this time the girl 
wae unable to utter an articulate sound, and 
Was a constant source of worry to her aged 


parenta, who knew nothing of any language 


save their own. 


Women Lost in Confusion. 
In the confusion the father became sepe- 
rated from his wife and daughter, and, unable 


i} to locate them, sailed with all the tickets for 


New York. From -New York he was sent 
on to the home of a daughter, Mrse. Jennie 
Singer, 726 Ashland boulevard, Chicago, 
where he learned that his wife and daughter 
in Russia were mourning him as dead. 

The tickets were sent back to Russia, and 
the mother and daughter began their journey.

In one of the 
coaches, quietly waiting for some one to take 
.them from the train, were Mariese and her

Russia's imports from the United States 
amounted in 1808 to 79,200,000 rubles; 1909,

1010, 9,500,000 rubles.

American on.Imports, 

In 1910 Russia imported direct from Ameri- 
ca cotton valued at 106,000,000 rubies, from 
Egypt cotton valued at 23,000,000 rubles, and 
indirectly from America—that is, via Kng- 
land, Germany, Holland, and France—i0#,- 
000.000 rubles worth. Russia also took §14,- 
400,000 rubles’ worth of agricultural ma- 
chinery. 

It is admitted on all hands that under fa- 
vorable conditiong Turkestan could supply 
the ootten required. In fact, it could fur- 
nish all Evrepe with cotton enough for all 
purposes, But then, the conditions are not | 
favorable. They are quite the reverse. 

For at least six years schemes of @!1 kinds 
have been framed, discussed, amended, and 
abandoned for the purpose of irrigating 
Turkestan and furthering cotton plantations 
there, But the one great barrier te sie ses 
is sluggishness. 

Russians have no push. They lack enter- 
Prise. The government, which ts looked up 
to for guidance and help, has done nothing 
in that fertile province but lay out a few seed 
stations for the natives to look at. 


Irrigation Is Needed. 

All that is wanted to metamorphose the 
wastes of that vast stretch of country into an 
earthly paradise is irrigation. And by dint of 
toil and outlay of money irrigation is pas- 


‘gible. 


In reply to inquiries as to the cost of this 
improvement competent authorities gave the 
following figures: Russia produces 11,500,000 
poode of cotton anuually~a pood is equa! to 
forty pounds—and needs about 12,500,000 
more. Now in order to grow this quantity it 
would have to water about 300,000 deasatines 
of land—a dessatine is 2.702 acres—at a cost of 


‘about 140,000,000 rubles, or say $70,000,000, 


But that sum is not available. Certainly the 
government will not provide it, and private 
enterprise is equally reluctant. 

An enterprise of that nature in Russian 
hands would come to naught for lack of initt- 
ative, caution, and proper skill, gwhereas if it 
were a foreign concern extreme Russian 
nationaliste would cry out against the 
“greedy foreigners” in the duma and the 
press and check its development, 


More than Money Needed. 

Besides, it is not only money that is needed. 
Intellectual capital is also indispensible. 
Engineers, skilled planters, and men with 
technical training and experience are es- 
sential to the success of the undertaking. 

Ruasia cannot supply them becauge its en- 
gineers, who are truly remarkable in many 
ways, are devoid of experience in that branch 
of activity. 

Everybody is aware that Russian industry 
is a hothouse plant which cannot thrive in 
the cool breezy air of healthy competition, 
It lives on protective tariffs. Hence, in spite 
of those tariffs, America is able to hold its 
own against it in the matter of agricultural 
machinery. 

Thus in the year 1909 Russia purchased 
11,000,000 rubles worth of implements of hus- 
bandry from the United States, and in 1910 
14,400,000 worth. Russian industry is pow- 
erless to supply this want. 

The utmost that the government can do 
in case of a tariff war is to order them from 
England and Germany. Already a few hun- 
dred rubles have been allotted for 
the purpose of testing the implements sold 
in these two countries. 

Will Be Unfavorable. 

However, competent judges say that this 
money is but sand thrown in the eyes of the 

public. For “all whom it concerns know 
full well thet the result of the trial will be 
unfavorable. It is already, known.”"

LONDON, March 30.—Sir Almroth Wright's 
plain apoken scientific arguments against 
feminine suffrage have created almost as 
great a sensation as did his bold challenge a 
year ago to certain cherished conceptions 
of hygiene. 

As often is the case, his writing on that oe- 
casion was misrepresented In many quarters. 
He did not condemn cleanness. He pointed 
out that by washing the people not only 
wash off the microbes, but also destroy the 
protective ekin which surrounds their bod- 
les like the tiles of a house, and that a great 
deal of washing increases the microbes on 
the skin. 

Mr. Wright in his attack on the suffragete 
insists that the. mind of women always is 
threatened with danger from the reverbera- 
tions of her physiclogical emergencies. He 
aliudes particularly to “ the sexually embit- 
tereé ” women in whom “ instincts long sup- 
pressed have In the end broken into flame,” 
as Well as to the opposite class who “‘ have 
undergone atrophy upon one side of a sexless 
world.” 


For Subordination of Women. 
The.reason for the suffragist outbreak Sir 
Almeorth finds in the “half million of our 
excess female population "’ left behind in the 
emigration of the males. Its demand for the 
vote is a demand for contro! of those com- 
puisive forces on which the state rests and 
which women are disabled by nature from 
exercising. He expresses doubt whether the 
institution of marriage itself gan endure in 
the absence of “ some willing subordination 
on the part of the wife,” and refers severely 
to the ideas imparted to young women in 
colleges and schools staffed by unmarried 
suffragets. 

He ditides women in the suffrage movement 
into five different types. First are the wom- 
en who hold, with minds otherwise unwarped, 
that they might, whenever it is to their ad- 
vantage, lawfully resort to physical rio- | 
lence. 

Second he mentions women who all their 
fe long heve been strangers to joy, women 
in whom instincts long suppressed have 
broken intoflame. Their legisiative program, 
he says, te license for themselves or else 
restrictions for man. 


Disputes Equality of Sexes. 
“These have undergone atrophy and lost 
touch with their ving fellow men and wom- 
" he goesom ” Their program ig to con- 
vert:the whole world into an epicene insti- 
tution, in which men and women shall every- 
where work wide by side at the selfgame 
tasks and for the selfsame pay.

“TY may a4d, in connection with my own 
profession, that when a medical man de- 
marids he should not be @ yoke fellow of a 
medical woman, he does 80 because he wishes 
to keep, ap between men and women, even 
when they are doctors, some of the modesties 
and reticences upon which our civilization 
has been built. Now, the medical woman, of 
course, never is on the side of modesty, or in 
favor of any reticences. Her desire for 
knowledge does not allow of it. 

“The fourth type is the woman who, pol- 
soned by her misplaced self-esteem, files out 
at every man who doesn’t gay homage to 
her intellect.

GAIN IN LOCAL CLEARINGS. 


Bank Stock Market Irreguilarly Active: 
Curb Issues Are Strong. 
~ 


The New York bank statement yesterday 
showed an increase in both deposits and cash 
with the net result that the loss in excess 
reserve Was $5,311,800. The surplus is now 
down to $8,080,100. This compares with 
$41,056,075 one year ago by the banks alone 
and $7,174,450 two years ago. In view of the 
active stock market and the lowness of the 
reserve there should be some improvement in 
rates for money. The statements follow:

the classification committee of the National 


Industrial Traffic league, of which D. O. Ives | 


is chairman, has submitted a report that itis 
unprepared to make recommendations as to 
actual uniformity of classification ratings, 
ut that steps ought to be taken at once to 
provide for a uniform scale of numbering the 
classes. 

The committee has prepared a draft of a ten- 
tative plan by which it believes a gradual 
change from “‘ the present medley of classes,” 
as the report describes it, “to a uniform 
scale can be made without any material 
changes in the ratings and without disruption 
of traffic conditions or extraordinary ex- 
pense.” 

The plans submitted readjust the present 
classifications into ten classes, each corre- 
sponding as closely as possible to the present 
relationships. The report states that the com- 
mittee believes that no decisions as to the 
feasfbdility of the uniform rating can ever be 
intelligently made uptil thie essential pre- 
liminary work is accomplished,

“ Last year there were 103 executions in 
the United Stdtes for 9,000 murders. Fifty- 
three of these persons who were executed 
were white men. In other countries mur- 
derers are punished, but in the United States, 
as pointed out by a recent Magazine writer, 
the chances are four to one that the men 
never will be apprehended, ten to one that 
they never wil) be convicted. twenty to one 
that they never will go to the penitentiary, 
and elghty to one that they will not be exe- 
cuted. 

“If we could reform men by giving them 
another chance, capital punishment would be 
out of the question. But there are criminals 
in this world whose reform cannot be accom- 
plished by any means, and there is only one 
way in which to keep that criminal! in terror 
of the law. That means is capital punish- 
ment.’’ 

One of those who has noticed the decrease 
of crime since the hanging of the five men 
on Feb. 16 is Assistant Chief of Police 
Schuettler. 

“Nearly every form of crime invariably 
decreases immediately after an execution,’’ 
he said the other day. ‘In the police de- 
partment we notice that eepecially. For 
there are’many forms of crime from which 
murder may spring, and men, after they have 
practically seen human beings put to death 
for taking the lives of others, hesitate a 
long time before they will take chances on 
being hung themselves.

“I belleve that hanging reforms more 
men than prisons. Ifthe laws of this country 
said that every man who commits a murder 
shall hang for it and if that law should be 
carried out to the letter, right then would 
the murders. the thieveries. and every other 
form of crime begin to decrease. But as it 
is, if a man gets into prison he feels that 
there is a chance for him. He may be par- 
coned. He knows that he will get out some 
time, and if he has lots of influence hind 
plenty of money that time is likely to be 
much shorter than if he is poor and without 
friends.

AN AMERICAN COMPROMISE. 
Since poets existed it has been the cus- 
tom to speak of their “lonely souls,” and 
it has been taken for granted that the 
poet withdrew himself from association 
with common men that he might live in a 
world of high altitudes. But Ethe) Puffer 
Howes, writing in the Atlantic, comes 
nearer to the truth when she says that 
there is a cold spot of distaste in the heart 
of the average man toward the poet, “a 
secret instinctive sense of some fatal 
meaning, some conflict with the demands 
of nature and of life in the esthetic gift.” 
It is aot the poet who casts out his fel- 
lows, but the direct, eager, natural man 
absorbed in life casts out the poet because 
be contemplates rather than participates 
in life. Or if he does participate in life it 
is experimentally, that he may observe its 
reactions upon himself. He is not, as the 
contributor to the Atlantic points out, 
given to assuming responsibility. ‘“‘ When 
‘wap asecmeasaged sets in, the esthetic move- 
ment flies out of the window.” It is an 
exasperating fact; and‘ the choice between 
the artist’s career and the warmer. life of 
the good, abounding, human creature con- 
-frouts every young man and woman of 
talent. They must settle with themselves 
whether their art shall be set to treadmill 
work in behalf of responsibility—a man 
_ gnd a woman’s norma! responsibilities—or 
whether it shall be free and self-satisfy- 
Here in America there has been among 
the best people a predilection for responsi- 
bility, and without question one of the 
chief reasons for the tepidity and rea- 
sonableness of our art, and for its lack of 
splendor and riot, has been that our liter- 
ary men and women have chosen to com- 
promise between art and life. They have, 
as a general thing, tried to play their part 
toward their families and their commnuni- 
ties, and have therefore failed to become 
great poets. They have not dared that 
instinctive aversion of society. towari 
them: have lacked the cold courage ‘o 
venture into such isolation; they have been 
too amiable, too gregarious, too much in- 
fected with common sense, they have been 
too amenable to humar needs. They 
‘would not let their talent run amuck. 
Even if they had, every publisher and 
magazine editor in the country would have 
formed a’ posse to overtake and arrest it. 
For unless genius comes to us Americans 
in the form of translations, we regard it 
with something more than coldness. It 
seems to us ‘reasonable enough that for- 
_ gigners should bare their souls, but we 
never have got over the feeling that it is 
scandalous for an American to do so. 
We all must puy for what we have in

AMEND THE AMENDING CLAUSE. 


One,of the most important subjects in- 
cluded in the governor’s call of the special 


' session is that of constitutional amendment. 


The rigidity of our state constitution 1s 
preposterous. Article XIV. declares that 
“the general assembly shall have no power 
to propose amendment to more than one ar- 
ticle of this constitution at the same ses- 
sion, nor to the same article oftener than 
once in four years.” If our constitution 
were as short and general as the federa! 
constitution there would be some reason for 
this, but while it is by no meas as de- 


: tailed as the modern elaborate constitution 
| of the newer states, it contains much mat- 


ter which is not a necessary part of a funda. 
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mental law and should be readily amended 


| as changing conditions or experience dic- 
| tate. ) 


The result of the present strict rule is 
that where the state wishes amendments to 
more than one article of the constitution, it 
is compelled to choose between them, and 
the practical result of this is that there is 
a collision of forces and nothing done. 

It is now proposed by joint resolution 
already passed in thc senate to amend the 
amending article of the constitution so as 
to permit three articles to be amiended at 
one session. This is probably enough, 


, though no restriction as to the number of 
‘articles is necessary. Our present constitu- 


tion is forty years old and outgrown in the 
rapid progress of the state. In New York 
a constitutional convention is directed by 
the consti( tion itself every twenty years, 


i but a convention has complications with us. 


If we can amend piecemeal with reason- 
able rapidity we can keep our state funda- 
mental law pretty well abreast of state 
progress, and such a method may prove to 
be better than the convention plan. 

However, we need the immediate amend- 
ment of the amending clause. It is to be 
hoped the house will pass the resolution 
without fail. 


IN MEXICO. 

Confirmation is given by the state depart- 
ment to the report that American and other 
foreign residents in Mexico City will be per- 
mitted to arm for self-protection. 

The successes of Orozco in the north 
make it necessary to reinforce the federal 
troops engaged in an attempt to check him, 
and such reinforcements will weaken the 
garrison at the capital. There are classes 
in the city that require a strong hand, and 
President Madero is acting wisely to give 
the foreign colonies permission to protect 
themselves. 

It is to be hoped this will strengthen the 
federal cause. Madero ought to have a 
chance, because he has shown much evi- 
dence of being an able and wisely patriotic 
man. Gomez, on the other hand, seems to 
be a self-seeking trouble maker. But aside 
from Madero's persona! superiority, there 
is the paramount issue of peaceful progress. 
If there is. not to be a return in Mexico t» 
the autocracy of the dictator or the anarchy 
of perpetual revolution, the Mexican people 
must learn how to abide by elections. They | 
must learn to be less partisan and more 
patriotic. If a party fails at the polls they 
must learn to abide by the result and seek

necessary money. Of course the bank, being 
in business for itself and not for patriotism, 
placed a charge upon its services. In view 
of the monopolistic control of large quanti- 
ties of money, the New York bankers in 
this case, as always, put en an exceedingly 
large charge. 

The promoters then issued new stocks 
and bonds to the public to replace the se- 
curities bought by them, to pay the charge 
of the National City bank, and pay the pro- 
moters some millions in profits. These new 
securities paid a commission to the distrib- 
uting agents, and now in order to sell must 
offer an attractive return to the investor. 

As a result of these steps and rakeoffs 
rendered necessary by our laws, most of the 
saving from unified management of the rail- 
roads is lost to the genera! public. 

‘A different course was pursued in the city 
of London, England, when it became neces- 
sary to consolidate various dock and pier 
owners into one central ownership. In this 
case parliament consolidated all the owner- 
ships by special act and declared arbitrarily 
what stock holdings in the new organization 
would: be exchanged for shares of the former 
constituent companies. No profit was paid 
to shareholders for this consolidation, which 


-Was necessary to the public welfare; no 


bankers’ trust dictated the terms and 
charged its fee. 

Such procedure in this country at this 
time would be impossible. It would be a 
violation of the constitutional rights of the 
stockholders. Let it not be deduced from 
this, however, that the constitution stands 
between the public at large and its best 


| welfare—tbat the protection of the indi- 


vidual must work to the disadvantage of the 
body politic. It is possible—rather it is 
simple—to accomplish by constitutional 
means what the spirit of fair play and good 
sense in Epgland accomplishes without 
written guarantee of property rights and 
principles. 

There should be inserted in every cor- 
poration law, including the state laws and 
the forthcoming national law, a provision 
that public service corporations shal] be 
merged when such a merger is found de- 
sirable by the proper governing authority. 
This authority in the case of interstate busi- 
ness should be the interstate commerce com- 
mission; in local matters it should be the 
local corporation commission. The commis- 
sion must be further authorized to determine 
the relative value of the shares of stock of 
the merging corporations and to issue the 
new certificates in lieu of the old. In this 
manner the enormous expense of consol- 
idating public service corporations would be 
done away with and promoters’ profits, 
which tend to be unreasonable, and which 
have no logical place in the cost of public 
service corporation organization, would be 
foregone. 

If it is objected that the commissions 
would not always act wisely, the distribution 
will not always be fair, that the commissions 
may sometimes be positively dishonest, the 
reply will be that these evils will exist, but 
in less degree than they now exist where 
the frailties of the human conscience are not 
regulated by any statute or by any legal 
responsibilities, civil or criminal. The rule 
of law and of the public, with its faults, is 
preferable to the rule of irresponsible piu- 
tocracy or oligarchy.

VOTE FOR THE OUTER HARBOR. 
It is now nearly four years since Chicago 
began to tackle its harbor problem. They 


| have been years of study by commissioners 
and experts, and of discussion in the press, 


in clubs and associations, in the city council 
and the state legislature, on this subject. 


| They have been years of delay, disa ppoint- 


ment and defeat, yet of steady progress and 
advancing suctesses. . 

Now the people of Chicago have before 
them for decision on Tuesday the question 
whether they approve a bond issue of 
$5,000,000 to be expended in making an 
outer harbor in the basin now partially in- 
closed by the so-called “ government pier,” 
or breakwater, north of the river mouth. 

This outer harbor has been approved by 
the harbor commission, which, after months 


‘of study and discussion, reported in 1909. 


It is not a speculation. It will provide 
accommodation for traffic in existence, and 
now much embarrassed and checked in 
growth by the want of accommodation for 
it in the river. 

This is lake passenger traffic, the Michi- 
gan fruit traffic, and general merchandise 
or package freight. 

All this will grow if given a chance, and 
all the city will profit by its growth. But 
even if that were not certain, the outer har- 
bor is needed for what now exists. 

The outer harbor will contain long piers, 
built on the most modern lines to accommo- 
date and keep conveniently separate passen- 
gers and freightage. It will be readily 


‘reached by an extension of street car lines. 


The piers will also have recreation spaces 
on the ends, as many piers have in New 
York, so that during the hot weather they 
will be refreshing resorts for the people. 


Chicago has long needed this improve. 


ment. It will be worth much more than shd 
pays for it, even if that sum were not to be 
paid back to the people. 

For it is to be paid back to the people. 
The harbor is an improvement which by 
reasonable charges should be able to main- 
tain itself and in due time pay back its cap- 
ital investment. So in this bond issue we 
are not so much spending as lending. 

It will be a safe and certain investment.

For many years legal proceedings, recalling 
in certain phases the Mme. Humbert fraud

Douglas, who, as the greatest land owner of

Nothing more was heard about the matter 
until 1868, when the Brandts started a suit 
against Count Louis Douglas, as the eldest 
son and principal heir of the late Charlies 
Douglas, and who owns vast estates in 
Sweden and in Germany. They insisted that 
his father, Count Charles Douglas, had not 
returned the papers, but had retained pos- 
session thereof, including the ancestor's will, 
and had made use thereof to appropriate to’ 
himself, with the connivance of the late 
Prince von Bismarck, the Brandt fortune at 
Amsterdam, amounting, as they declared, to 
8,000,000 florins. 

They stated, however, that they would con- 
sent to compromise for a sum of 5,000,000 
florins. They argued that the great wealth 
of the Douglases was due to the Brandt 
money, and on the strength of these stories 
and of the legal proceedings they had insti- 
tuted were able to obtain loans right and left 

—> - 

The courts eventually brought to light the 
absurdity of the claims and made clear the 
fact, in the first place by documentary evi- 
dence, that the late Charles Douglas had re- 
turned the papers to the Brandts, and, sec- 
ondly, that neither he nor any member of his 
family had ever benefited one penny piece by 
any Brandt money. Finally, that the alleged 
Brandt fortune at Amsterdam, Mke that of 
the Crawfords in the Humbert case, never 
existed, either at Amsterdam or elsewhere. 

The Dutch authorities also showed that 
there were no papers among the records of 
any department of the’ Netherlands govern- 
ment showing that such a thing as a Brandt 
estate or Brandt fortune had existed. 

The matter has been carried on appeal 
from one court to another, until finally the 
Supreme court of the German empire, sit- 
ting at Leipsic, has affirmed the judgment of 
all the lower courts in favor of the Douglases, 
by adding to the judicial records of the affair 
affidavits of the most complete, extensive, 
and emphatic character by the counts of 
Douglas, to the effect that neither they nor 
their father had ever had one penny piece 
of the mythical Brandt fortune. 

This absolutely ends the matter for all 
time; and, while the Counts Douglas may be 
congratulated on this, still there is a good 
deal of sympathy for them, in having been 
put to so much trouble and enormous ex- 
pense, legal and otherwise, im order to defend 
themselves from such ridiculous charges. 

Count Louis, the head of the family, is the 
ehief of the Scandinayign branch of the his- 
toric Scotch house of Douglas, to which the 
Duke of Hamilton, the Marquis of Queens- 
berry, etc., belong. 

‘Count Louis is also the grandson of. the 
sovereign -Gran@ Duke Lous 1)°0f, Baden. 
The latter, who reigned from 1818 to 1830, 
contracted a morganatic marriage with Cath- 
erine Werner, whom shortly. before his déath 
he created Countess of Langenstein, and by 
whom he had a son and a daughter. The 
latter married Count Charles Dougtas, father

Count Louis*is one of the wegithiest and 
most influential nobles in Sweden, was the 
grand master of the household to King Gus- 
tavus after his marriage, afterwards minister 
of foreign affairs at Stockholm, and also 
ambassador at Berlin. He is a knight of the 
Order of St. Seraphim, which is the Swedish 
counterpart of the English Order of the 
Garter, and is rarely conferred.

GOUT AND RHEUMATISM. 
S spring comes tratlition, to which 
Wwe are all slaves in some measure. 
says that we should take spring 
medicine and blood purifiers. In 
olden times we went-to the woods 
and dug up sassafras root or gathered 
some other kind of an aromatic herb from 
which we brewed teas tasty and strong, 
therefore good. 

It- was noticed that the members of the 
family who got most out of the blood puri- 
fier were those who went into the woods 
to dig for the herbs. When herb doctors 
brought their goods to our doors both herb 


town, to help them in getting hold of what | doctors and herbs feil into disrepute. 


Now herb sellers never prosper, drug- 
gists begrudge shelf room to spring medi- 
cines, and biood purifiers never go except 
where fortunes are spent in advertising 
them. 

There were reasons for the rise and fal; 
of spring medicines. The rise was because 
thére is and always has been’a need that 
the human animal, housed all winter, 
should be unhoused inj the spring; the fall, 
because their advocates got their wires 
crossed. They held onto the herbs and 
abandoned the exercise and outing of a 
day in the woods. 


-@= i 
. In the early spring people have a lot of 
skin. eruptions which may be loosely 
termed as “ gouty.” Usually these do not 
show: until the “shank” of the winter, 
and they get better as the weather opens 
up in the spring. 

A few hours or, at most, a few days in 
the moist, outside air, a few rounds of 
good muscle exercise a few “ lathering 
sweats” and the bad effects of improper 
living during the winter are washed ont, 
not of the blood but of the tissues. To 
drink plenty of water along with the exer- 
cise is a proper procedure, and it does nei- 
ther good nor harm to flavor the draught 
with sassafras and call it sassafras tea. 

While a few days of right. living ip the 
spring cures the eruptions, heals the skin, 
and makes it soft, takes out some of the 
joint creaks and pains, and is generally to 
be recommended as a better procedure 
than drinking herb teas, blood puritiers, 
and spring tonics, it should not be forgot- 
ten that it is, after all, only a cure and, 
therefore does not go to the heart o1 
things. 

~- 

A better way to prevent gouty. aches 
and pains and skin eruptions in the spring 
is to live rightly through the winter. 

Even though spring penance remove the 
visible expression of winter sin Old Man 
Gout sets the senility peg forward a hole. 

Lessened contagion and improved envi- 
ronment are moving the life period called 
old age to the farther side of 70: are set- 
ting the old age death mark beyond 90. 
On the other hand, venereal disegses, lead 
poisoning, gout, and rheumatism are doing 
their best to move them toward the period 
of middle life. 

The fight to postpone senility will make 
great headway as rheumatism is prevented 
through shielding against infection and 
gout through simpler, mvre wholesome liv- 
ing. 

In 1911 Mr. Rittenhouse of the Equita- 
ble Life Insurance .company published an 
interesting statistical study showing che 
growing importance of gout, Bright’s dis- 
ease, and heart disease from the life in- 
surance standpoint.

He estimated the number dying in the 
United States in 1909 from these diseases 


-as 235,660, as against 126,744 from con- 


sumption. He says: 

“It seems to me that the life threat- 
ened by apoplexy is just as much worth 
saving as the life threatened by tuberca- 
losis. The loss of adult American life 
through the more important noncommuni- 
cable diseases has increased with extraor- 
dinary rapidity. Allowing for the increase 
in population, about two persons die now 
where one died thirty years ago from pre- 
ventable or postponable diseases of the 
heart, arteries; kidneys, and brain, which 
usually affect a person in the most valu- 
able and effective years in life.” 

The principal reason for this increase is 
that so many of-the population who for- 


merly died in infancy, youth, and early ma- 


turity arte now living to the age of risk 
from heart and kidney disease.

Willfam Pretyman, who will exhibit to- 
morrow thirty-four water colors at O’Brien’s, 
lived twenty years ago in Chicago, where 
his ability as an aquarellist and decorative 
painter can scarcely even now be forgotten. 
Of late he has resided in England,.but the 
present exhibition is the record of recent 
travel in more richly colored regions— 
Florida, Cuba, and Panama. 

Many of the pictures are illustrative of re- 
cent American history. Morro castle, San 
Juan hill, and other scenes of the Spanish 
war are presented; also the wonderful Key 
West railway, which runs through miles of 
shallow sea, and, more interesting still, the 
prodigious constructive works at Panama. 

We are shown the great Gatun dam, which 
is to make a lake of the charging freshet of 
the Chagres river, the laborers and ‘‘ almost 
human "’ dredges at work against mountains 
in the Culebra cut, the Pedro Migwel locks, 
now the bottom of a future lake, etc. This 
canal series is so valuable a record of the 
nation’s greatest conquest over nature, so 
much more true and vivid in its richness of 
color than.any mere photographs can be, 
that it should belong to the government as 
part of its permanent record.

From the pictorial point of view, Mr. Prety- 
man is at his best out in tropical seas or 
along the shore. ‘‘The Wake,’’ with its 
splendid blue and green lashing of waters, 
gives us the full glory of the sunlit southern 
ocean. where it measures five miles of depth; 
that foam and fury of conflict which all trav- 
elers have watched at the stern of our big, 
swift steamers. “‘ Midship Wash " and *‘ The 
Bow Wave” are almost as eloquent of the 
midsea’s splendor and grandeur, the drama 
of rushing deep blue waters. 

Certain shore scenes are of quite excep- 
tional beauty—‘* Forest Fires,"’ with its still 
blue sea and pinky purple smoke against the 
sky; “ Divine Florida,’ its blue ocean and 
low shore; “ The Beach at Tobago Island,” 
a spit of sand in dancing waters; ‘‘ Panama 
City ’’ from the sea. And ** Noon Heat at 
Panama” almost scorches one with Its siz- 
zling sunlight.

The Lake Shore road has fewer support- 
ers. Parts of this route are in use at pres- 
ent, but during the spring ahd fall months 
the highway nedr the lake practically is 
impassable. The work necessary to im- 
prove this route will cost in the neighbor- 
hood of $1,500 a mile for gravel and $4,000 
for macadam, according to statistics taken 
by engineers when the route first was pro- 
posed. The cost places this route beyond 
consideration for the present in the eyes of 
those favoring the inside route. : 
The lake shore route passes through Cuda-

Of the Milwaukee enthusiasts who support 
the lake shore route none perhaps is more 
enthusiastic than William Lindsay, pioneer 
implement dealer in Wisconsin. 

“The Lake Shore route in my min@ is the 
only route to be improved,’’ said Mr. Lindsay. 
“I was a warm advocate for bettering this 
highway when it was first proposed in the 
assembly at Madison. An improved road 
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along this route wou'd in time draw builders 
Until the whole route would be lined with 
suburban homes. . The! scenery along this 
route is pieturesque. There are no railroad 
crossings to lend that element of danger to 
motoring. The property.owners are ready 
and willing to contribute to the improvement 
of the road and the nfaintenance of it when 
improved. All but about fifteen miles of the 
route is in use at present. That part which 
must be constructed will be paid for by prop- 
erty owners in the vicinity.

The Kilbourg route seems destined to be 
chosen for improvement this year, however.

The inside route has no warmer advocate 
than James T. Drought, secretary of the as- 
sociation. 

‘*‘ Am inclined to favor the Kilbourn road 
or ‘inside’ route rather than the Lake Shore 
road between Chicago and Milwaukee,” said 
Mr. Drought, “ for the following reasons: 

‘‘ There are few grade crossings and inter- 
urban railroad crossings on the western 
route. 

“The motorist encounters fewer towns 
and villages with their loca] restrictions, 
and, as the average motorist starting from 
Chicago or from Milwaukee desires to make 
the trip without unnecessary delays, he is 
afforded the opportunity by the western route 
which, for a great many miles af\least north 
of Russell, Ul, is practically a straight 
course. By this I do not mean that the trunk 
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line between Chicago and Milwaukee should 
be made a race course over which automobil- 
ists should attempt to ‘scorch.’ I find the 
average city resident Is anxious to get into 
the country, and while there are cértain 
stretches on the lake shore where the lake 
is in view and beautiful for that reason, the 
tourist gets more real country and less city 
on the western route.

“When ,the subject of a Chicago-Mii- 
waukee trunk line was first taken hold of 
seriously by the business men of Milwaukee, 
an effort was made to interest the citizens 
of Racine and Kenosha with a view of having 
the route laid out along the lake shore 
through these cities. Engineers were con- 
sulted and it was found that the cost of 
improving the highway, particularly between 
Racine and Kenosha, was very expensive 
owing to the sandy character of the soil. 
The Case Threshing Machine company at 
that time offered as a donation the use of 
one of its engines, rock crushers and steam 
roller, with equipment, for the purpose of 
crushing the bowlders along the route and 
improving the highway. , 

“For some reason, unknown to me, this 
experiment did nat prove the most sucress- 
ful. The reports of the engineers, I am in- 
formed, were to the effect that it would 
cost from $4,000 to $5.000 per mile to im- 
prove portions of the lake shore route 
whereas a‘ good grevel thoroughfare could 
be laid out along the Kilbourn road for ap- 
proximately $1,500 per mile. After taking. 
all matters into consideration, those who 
were then tn charge of the work, in 1911, 
solicited funds and made certain improve- 
ments in the Kilbourn road. They still have 
upwards of $1,000 in the treasury left over 
from last year, which was unexpended. I 
am informed that most of this money was 
subscribed and paid for the specific purpose 
of having the “ western’ route improved, 
and I doubt tf any of this money could, with 
out the consent of the donors, be expended 
on any other highway.

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| How to Score a Baseball Game. 


In attempting to set forth some of the 
eardinal principles of baseball scoring no 
fort will be made to give pointers or sug- 
gestions to those who already have quall- 
fed as experts. There are almost as many 
systems of recording pleys as there are 
scorers. Each person develops his own 
and, even when several use the same basic 
symbols, the details will be worked out 
differently by individuals. each to suit his 
oven needs and taste. Oncé an experi- 
enced scorer acquires a system it becomes 
largely a matter of habit and to attempt 
to change it would be like learning a new 
language. 

The system used by the erther is claimed 
to be no better than any.other. It is not 
even claimed that it isas good. Itis merely 
to be used by way of illustration and to 
furnish a possibile basis for any who have 
regarded the scoring of a ball game ac a 
berculean task and may desire to look be- 
hind the scenes. 

= 


If there be any such it can be promised 
them that their enjoyment of bagebal! will 
be increased because of the more intimate 
knowledge of the game required and their 
wrath at the umpire often will be appeased 
for the same reason. Many a rooter has 
risen in his seat and, red and apoplectic 
with rage, has berated an arbitrator for 
making a decigion that could not be given 
any other way under the playing rules of 
“TY today. 

The first requisite, therefore, ig to reed 
the rules, and read them carefully. Ad- 
mittedly they are not the clearest, most 
easily understood bit of English literature 
ever circulated, but in the main their mean- 
ing can be gleaned accurately, if one tries. 
The obscure points now are of minor im- 
portance. Even the fan who belleves he 
knows it all without ever looking inside of 
a baseball guide will find considerable to 
aurprise him, he will take the short hour 
necessary to read through the iest thirty 
pages of any baseball guide—the location of 
the rules generally being next to the ap- 
pendix, 

Having done that, the would-be scorer 
will have a working knowledge that can 
be gained nowhere else, from observation, 
from question asking, or by verbal in- 
struction,

In spite of all the efforts of recent years 
to produce uniformity in scoring, no two 
authorities. will agree on every point ina 
| game, but such progress has been made in . 
that direction by the Baseball Writers’ as- —

game, will be in the crediting of hits and 
the charging of errors. That being con- 
siderably a matter of individual judgment, 
perfect uniformity cannot be hoped for. 

The big questivun that confronts the 
scorer first and always will be ‘“‘ What is 
ea base hit, and when is an error?” 

In the many years since the game started 
no answer has been evolved to that ques- 
tion that in any concise form will fit all 
cases. So many points enter into the con- 
sideration that each case must be judged 
and decided on its own merits, and only oc- 
casionally can a hard and fast rule be laid 
down. 

There is one exception to this elasticity 
of the rules, and that is when a batted ball 
strikes a base runner or an umpire while 
on fair ground, and before being touched by 
an opposing player. In such cases the rules 
prescribe that the bateman always shall 
be charged with eae base hit, irrespective of 
what might have occurred but for the ac- 
cident. 

~o- 

Everybody knows, of course, that whena 
man. hits a ball so far that it goes over the 
fence or out of the inclosure “ fair ’’ it is 
a safe hit. Usually it is a homerun, too, 
but ‘unless the fence or barrier is 235 feet 
or more from the home plate such a hit 
counts for only two'bases. The cigar box 
grounds in which the Boston National 
league team plays has one of those “ two 
base hit” fences in front of the third 
base bleachers, and when a fair ball is hit 
into them it entities the batsman and 
base runners to only two bases. 

When a batsman makes a ‘air hit that 
no infielder can reath and no outfielder 
can get to on the fly there is no doubt about 
what it is. But there are a great many 
equally safe base hits made in a season 
which the infielders or outfielders do man- 
age to reach but which they fall to hold, 

_ This is where the scorer’s judgment 
comes in, and this class of hits is the cause 
of most of the dissimilarity between tabu- 
lated scores of the same combat. While no 


‘hard and fast rule can be made to fit such 


cases, and to which there will be no excep- 
tions, it may help a little to say that in gen-

Sharks as **Respected Citizens."’ 

A point emphasized many times is the fact 
that the luan shark business, in the main, is 
being conducted by what are called “ our 
respected citizens."”” This has been shown in 
several instances by THE TRIBUNE recent- 
ly in Chicago. An interesting case of the 
same kind comes from New York City. The 
Mercantile Finance company, 41 Park row, 
was investigated. It was found that the 
president of the concern was one Franklin 
Bdgerton of Binghamton, N. Y. He owned 
125 shares of preferred stock out of a total 
of 300 shares, and while no statement was 


obtained, it is known that sad owns most of 


the common stock. In Binghamton, Edger- 
ton is a ‘‘ respected citizen ’’ and a deacon 
in the Congregational church. When a man 
went up there to serve a subpena on him, 
Edgerton asked the man to wait a few min- 
utes, as they were at family prayer. This 
man, supporting the church at home, was 
taking the bread out of the mouths of chil- 
dren in New York City. 

Another stockholder in the game company 
is Judge Brill of Danielson, Conn., a “ lead- 
ing citizen ’’ there, so itis said. Charles B 
Backus, George O. Runyan of Reading, Pa., 
and Edgerton’s son were also stockholders 
and “ leading citizens.”’ 

The effort to keep up an air of respectability 
forces the usurers into many odd, clever, and 
amusing tricks. An account of one of these 
appeared in Tue TRIBUNE something over 
ayearago. The First Methodist church was 
the unwitting beneficiary of this philan- 
thropic plan formulated at that time by 
Charles H. Commohs, 1601 Belie Plaine ave- 


nue, whose career as a volunteer in the. 


church ald soclety was arrested before it had 
had opportunity to grow to great proportions. 
Presumably his benefaction was intended as 


a surprise to the church, for at the time the 


affair became public property he had not 
eonfided in the vestrymen. There existed, 
naturally, some coubt as to just when he In- 
tended to report the fruits of his philan- 
thropic campaign.

Usury “for the Church.” 

According to the federal authorities, Coin- 
mons had been running a “ bank,’ loaning 
money at various rates ranging to a rathe: 
high point. Patrons of the bank who yelped 
with pain at the prospect of paying any such 
rate were soothed by the agesurance that the 
“bank ” retained only 6 per cent, and that 
the balance df 114 per cent was for the build- 
ing fund of ihe church. 

When this beim was ineffective the post- 
effice inspectors say, Commons wrote letters 


of a different character, suggesting strong 
measures for collecting the loan with {full 
interest. 

Neither method worked with Barnhard 
Roeber, a patron living at 518 Clinton street, 
Milwaukee, and the letters were turned over 
to Postoffice Inspector Charles N. Moore 
Commons was brought before Commissioner 
Mark A. Foote. 

Commons is a son of Charles W. Commons, 
who had been in the customs service in Chi- 
cago for the last twenty-five years. The in- 
spectors asserted that the father had been 
concerned with the success of the “ bank,” 
and that the church foundation program was 
in a large part conceived and developed by 
him.

Big Loans Made by Sharks. 

The every day loans of the shark are 
small. The average for salary loans is not 
much above $20, and the furniture loans 
seldom run above $150. But it is a mistake 
to assume that because an institution deals 
in large amounts it is above the suspicion 
of loan sharkery. The recent case of a 
suburban merchant may serve as a warning 
to business men who may be unfortunate 
enough to borrow money on their stocks 
without making sure the “bankers” or 
‘‘prokers’’ with whom they dtal are not 
loan sharks in—to mix the metaphor—the 
sheep's clothing of large affairs. 

This man came to a Chicago suburb about 
four years ago. He had been a successful 
merchant in a smaller town. He felt himself 
competent to enter a larger field. He wanted 
the advantages of city we for his chil- 


dren. j 
, 


Before success came to the merchant in 
his new location, however, he suffered a 
severe fire loss which ate into his working 
capital and made it necessary for him to 
borrow money. He had a stock of goods 
which he valued at $58,000. “He decided to 
borrow on this security, and with this object 
in view went to accompany which he believed 
to be reputable. 

As a result of the negotiations he agreed to 
pay $3,000 for the use of $15,000 fora short 
time. The money was to be repaid from the 
earnings of the store. In order to secure 
themselves the lenders were to conduct the 
business under their name, the owner, how- 
ever, to be left im charge. Each party was 
to have access to the sales accounts, So that 
an exact reckoning could be made dally. 


= * 
Kicked the Owner Out. 


No sooner, however, had the lenders come — 


into the store than they, so to speak, kicked 
the owner out and pui in a manager of their 
own at a weekly salary of $40, to be paid by 
the unwilling merchant. The new manager 
knew nothing of retail merchandising, but 
he did know how to get the last cent out of 
the proposition. Within a few days he 
began “slaughtering ’”’ goods, selling stock 
for 65 and 75 cents on the dollar. The pro- 
prietor protested, but was greeted with 
laughter. The manager was there to get 
his employers’ money out of the business 
with the greatest possible rapidity. 

The loan was made and the transaction 
begun May 6, 1911. By Aug. 10, according 
to the statement of the merchant himself, 
he had paid over from the sales $17,210. 
This amount did not include, of course, the

lotses on the goods sold below cost price. 
Up to Aug. 10 the loan sharks allowed the 
proprietor a statement of sales, but after 
that date the? refused, according to his 
statement, to make any accounting. On 
Sept. 1, being by this time desperate, he 
managed to borrow $6,000 more, which was 
the figure named by the sharks as the least 
for which they would give up their chance of 
plunder. Besides the loeses on the stock 
due to reckless disregard of the owner's 
rights, and the sales between Aug. 19 and 
Sept. 1 unaccounted for, the unfortunate 
victim haz paid $23,210 for the use of a part 
of $15,000 for four months, the sales re- 
ducing the debt daily, thereby almost 
doubling the rate of usury.

| Industty Is Growing. 

Dlinais has such a department at Cham- 
paigns and the’ university has a big class of 
students “taking ‘thé, course at the present 
time.

Great care should be exercised ‘in selecting 
eggs for hatching, whether they are to be 
set under a‘hen or placed in an incubator. 
To obtain the best results eggs must be ob- 
tained from healthy, vigorous breeding 
stock, and must be freshly Jai@, two weeks old 
being the limit. « The bes¢ température for 
keeping eggs is from 40 to 6 degrees, and 
if an ‘incubator ig used, it is advisable to turn 
the eggs every day. 

It is. better to select eggs of a uniform 
size for each setting, and allother eggs should 
be discarded; Some breeders even g0 50 
far as to advocate setting eggs of only one 
variety in a@ machine ata time. Thistheory 
may.hold good in some cases. For instance, a 
the eggs: of Leghorns, coming frem vigerous 
stoak; .wjll hateh a day sooner than egeés of 
the ‘heavier breeds. On: the other hand, I 
know of successful hatches in ineubaters con- 
taining both hen and duck eggs. OneofChi- 
cago's -back yard poultry raisers set a ma- 
chine with’ seventysfive Ken end forty daick 
egzs. from. which he hatched sixty-eight 
chicks and thirty-seven ducklings. The duck 
egys required four ‘weeks: for incubation. 
They were put into the incubator a week be- 
fore the hen eggs, so as to make the hatch 
eeme off more uniformly. 4 

Ip setting an incubator avoid overcrow ding. 
It is sometimes’very tempting to put some 
eggs on the top of a fulltray, but in nine 
cares out of ten it turne out very unratisfac- 
tory.

Mistakes Made by Beginners. 

Before placing the eggs in the incubator 
have the machine regulated and in good run- 
ning order. Aver the eggs have been 
thoroughly warmed a little adjustment of the 
regulator may be necessary, but not enough 
to cause much alarm, 

Many beginners make the mistake of not 
reading the manufacturer’s directions for 
operating themachine. They overlook some- 
thing, and generally it turns out to be one 
of the most important details. Ail machines 
are not run'on the same principle, and if the 
clopest. attention is paid to the manufac- 
turer's inetructions, giving careful attention 
to every detail, you Will get better results. 

Another common error made by the inex- 
perienced operator is to heat the machine too 
quickly. In order.to bring this’ about: he

the other things that cause the lamp tosmoke 
are cheap, inferior oll and setting a machine 
in a direct draft.

The most success- 
ful operator is one. who carefully looks after 
all the details necessafy to operate and then 
trusts the machine to do the work.

‘Will Save Both Time cad Money.

OBERT THURSTON KENT, eminent 

J engineer; is considering conservation 

of energy from the point of motion 
study. He says that saving energy in 

work is of the most vital importance 

te the world. Some day an intelligent na- 


tion will awake to the fact that by scientifi- 


cally studying the motions in its trades it 
will obtain industria] supremacy. 

“When one looks about him,” says Mr. 
Kent, “ and seés the wasted time and money 
in’every walk of life from useless-motions, 
the mind becomes weary in contemplating 
the tude of the task., The bricklayer, 
the carpenter, the machinist, the shoveler, 
the clerk, the editor make twenty motions 
when one would suffice. 

“If by reducing the number of motions in 
any of these processes we can increase mani- 
fold the output of the worker, we have in- 
creased the amount of wealth in the world.” 

Prof. Shaler points to the awful waste by 
rain washing down the soil of the plowed 
ground te the brooks, rivers, and to the sea, 
to be lost forever. 

This waste is small compared to the waste 
made by men in their daily work. 

Frank B, Gilberth says: 

“ There is no’ waste that equals the waste 
from needless, ill directed, and ineffective 
motions. It is almost impossible to conceive 
the energy wasted by the millions engaged 
in gainful: occupations. - 

‘The reduction of motions can be accom- 
plished by analyzing every step of a proo- 
ess, studying the motions made, and im- 
proving or .- ting them as a result 
of the analysis, or oy devising an entirely 
new way of accomplishing the same object 
by substituting a device which is an im- 
provement over that formerly used, or by 
the substitution of new motions as they 
occur.to the observer, rather than by any 
scientific study of the subject. 

“An example of the scientific method is 
illustrated in the management of an up to 
date fire department. At first the horses 
stood in their stalls with their harness on 
them. The hitching required the fastening 
of several buckles until] the drop . harness 
was invented. The number of motions is 
now reduced to three; snapping dhe collar 
around the horse’s neck and the fastening 
of the two reins to his bridle by snaps. 

“A bricklayer Qan stoop over and pick up 
anything with one hand with less fatigue if 
he has a place to rest his other hand while 
he is stooping. because he ‘puts his weight 
on .one foot. and lifts his other foot out 
behind him, which does not tire the muscles 
of his back nearly as much. 

.“ This ‘study of conservation of energy can 
be carried into all the occupations. An 
Qiustration is that of stamping letters de- 
vised by one worker. She has devised a 
method of stamping about 100 to 120 en- 
velopes a minute. She piles the letters on 
edge in a long pile, the addressed side 
facing her. She fastens to the forefinger of 
the right hand a small wet sponge, using her 
thumb to guide the stamp into place on the 
corner of the envelope. The left hand draws 


——_ 


the stamped envelope forward from the pile, 
the thumb of the Jeft hand giving the neces- 
sary pressure to the stamp. while it is being 
drawn forward to assure its being firmly 
affixed to the envelope The motion of araw= 
ing the envelope forward tears the stamp 
from the strip, and the operation is com- 
plete.”

All Individual Bargains, 

The entire scheme on which the farm help 
is hired is based on individual bargaining, 
practically the opposite of the union system, 
but it is the only practical way in which Eng- 
lish farmers can deal with these men, who 
are called “servants,” and, indeed, show 
little ambition for anything else th 
of a servile nature. 

The position of the farm “servant” in 
England is, as a matter of fact, better than 
that of the small farmer on twenty or thirty 
acres of land. For the servant ig assured of 
his wages and cottage for another year, while 
the farmer has no such certainty, being 
wholly dependent upon his crops.and food 
prices. 

The smal) farmer and farm servant of Eng- 
land are thrifty, as much so as the Scotch 
crofter and more so than the Irish tenant. In 
fact, it le necessary for him to be so, if his 
few acres are to produce his own living. The 
high cost of living will not affect him seri- 
ously if he ig given a fair crop once a year 
an@ hes good luck with his stock.

Make the cuffs long enough to fit smoothly 
over the dress sieeve at the hand end. end 
where,th« @.cks are released a little ruffle is 
formed which makes @ pretty finish. 

One inch down from the tucked edge of the 
euffs iuere are buttonholes worked. These 
run the same way as the tucks and are cut in 
the plain spaces between the groups of tucks. 
These buttonholes are one-half inch in 
Jength. The upper cuff edge is set In a nar- 
row band, which is basted to the inside of the 


sleeves at the hand, and through these but- * 


tonholes black or colored satin ribbon ts run, 
tying in a smal] bow at the outside of the 
arm.

But there was an 
example for them to follow—the example of 
Lady Dudley, who risked all that they risked, 
who went with them into the homes of the 
poor, who cheered them and helped them .with 
their work. The nurses, seeing that Lady 
Dudley could suffer for the cause she knew 
to be right, felt that they could suffer, too— 
and even more than the woman who had em- 
ployed them. 

Then there came something else to draw 
the attention of Lady Dudley. The lacemak 
ing industry, which had made Ireland famous, 
was almost dead. The countess saw the need 
of reviving this industry and of bringing tt 
up to what it once was. She saw in its re- 
vival a means by which the peasants could 
make money and provide themselves with more 
of the necessities of life. She determined to 
bring back this industry. 

Schools were established where those who 
still followed the lacemaking craft were em- 
ployed to act as teachers.

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HREE womer—the pope’s sisters—are 
acknowledged to be the most influential 
with him. 

He heeds their advice—he thinks of 
them constantly just as he did when they all 
lived the simple peasant life together. Visit- 
ors to Rome are impressed with the simplic- 
ity of the pope's life and the strong influence 
exerted over him by his sisters. * 

The residents of Rome say that it would 
be as natural to think of Rome without the 
vatican as to think of Pope Pius X. without 
his sisters near him. Love of home and fam- 
ily affection were the first lessons Giuseppe 
Sarto learned when a peasant boy in his simple 
home in the village of Riesi. The family was 
large and poor. It is said that at one time 
the father supported his large family on 14 
cents a day. This meant that the children 
had to help. Both his parents were peasants 


and his father held a petty municipal office 


in the village, his chief duty being to distribute 
the rural mail. 

The home in which the family lived is still 
standing at Riesi. It is.a plain structure with 
square windows, heavily barred and unpreten- 
tious. Its chief ornamentation is the small 
court in front and a pathway of rough stones, 
which skirts the house on the border. Though 
the family had a hard struggle to get along, 
every effort was made to give Giuseppe, the 
oldest boy, an education.

HIS is a portrait Of Athene—the god- 
dess who was worshiped by the good 
people of Cyrene, principal eity 5 gt ap- 
cient Greece. lt is & bust recently 
dug from the ruins of this ancient ity in 
‘'ripoli by Prof. Richard Norton, head of the 
American Archeological college at Rome. 

It is said to represent the finest phase of 
art the world has ever known. And besides 
its value as a work of art it is said to rep- 
resent the love of a young Greek sculptor who 
presented it to the city whén the Cyrenes were 
at the heighth of their glory—about two thou- 
sand years ago. 

The sculptor was in love. Athene is said 
to have typified his great love. He put all 
his soul into the piece and slowly it came from 
‘his brain and heart. “Commenting on this re 
cent find, archwologists say that this piece of 
. statuary is one of the most beautiful ever 
found in Greece and inat it is a valuable ad- 
dition to the art works of past ages. Athene 
was worshiped by Oyrenes. The seulptor 
must have been a great man in bis time and 
he must have been deeply in love.

Statue Buried 2,000 Yeats. 

Cyrene vanished from the face of the earth 
—only some tombs and half buried ruins re- 
maining—and for 2,000 years the exquisite 
work of the sculptor who lived before the 
Ptolothies lay buried in the wreck of the dead 
city.

OW BEAUTIFUL ATHENE REE A SCULPTOR’ LOVE 


AOO YEARS BEFORE THE 
BIRTA OF CARIST — 
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CRUMBLING MOULD OF 


Once before, half a century ago, Cyrene was 


visited by excavators—two English officers—. 


who returned with sculptures of astonishing 
beauty, now in the British museum. A Brit- 
ish consul afterwards brought home some fine 
painted vases from the tombs; but with these 
‘exceptions Cyrene, with all its hidden wealth 
of art, has been left untouched from the days 
‘when the Arabs swept away its fife, and 
Prof. Norton was the first to delve in the 
Acropolis, where his treasures were found. 
His workmen were wild Arabs, who at first 
ame to work “ covered with knives and pistols 
and guns.” 

The top of the Acropolis hill was first at- 
tacked and,here a colonnade with Adjoining 
Wings and rooms was unearthed. Behind the 
eolonmade ran a corri¢or with 4 painted plas- 
ter floor, which, with some coins which were 
fund, suggests, says Prof. Notton, the third 
century B. c. as the date of the work. 

It is amusing to find that the modern plan 
of covering up walls with a thin layer of mar- 
ble whs practiced so long hgo. In some of 
the rooms a large quantity of various colored 
marbles, “ which had once formed a veneer on 
the walls, and also probably a floor.” was 
found. 

Layers of terra cotta pipes, which may have 
beéh part of the latest system of steam heat- 
ing, were unearthed, as well as floor mosaics

Miniature figures, a half life size figure of 
an athlete, “Antonianos, otherwise known as 
the Fool, the Ephesian,” a torso of Artemus, 
with a quiver on her back, a torso of a Nereid, 
and fifteen half length life size figures of wom- 
en, dating from 300 B. C. to B00 A. D., were 
among the treasutes discovered. 

These statues afte “ peculiar in many re 
spects,” Prof. Norton states. They are ap 
parently figures from tombe, and two of them 
have the carved drapery “drawn across the 
face and leld ip th. left hand, leaving only 
the eyes and brow visible, covering the faces 
exactly as the women of Cyrene do today.”

SCHOOLS FACE LINGUAL ISSUB 


Modern Languages Make Problem 
for Board, Says Member. 


MRS. YOUNG’S POSITION TOLD, 


Woman Speaker Asserts Gaelic is Up- 
to-Date Tongue.

“One reason why Mrs. Young has favored 
the plan to start courses in more modern 
languages is the attitude of the children of 
foreigners. In many cases they are ashamed 
of their parents. They. want to forget where 
their parents came from, They make no at- 
tempt to keep up their knowledge of the 
language which they hear at home. 

“There is no reason why children should 
not be proud of the land and language of their 
parents. It would not only bring children 
closer t6 their mothers and fathers, but it 
would allow them the opportunity of becom- 
ing acquainted with the history and the 
literature of their father’s country. 

‘Says Gaelic Is Modern Language. 

“If such courses are added to the curricu- 
lum Gaelic cannot be left out. It is not only 
a modern language, but it is the root of all 
languages,’

Probably the largest and best known organ 
here in Chicago is the one In the Auditorium 
theater. This was built by Hilburn Roose- 
velt, uncle of the former president. It has 
some 6,000 pipes, 108 speaking voices, and 
tucked away high up under the first pros- 
cenium arch is an echo organ.. I have been 
told that $600 a year is spent to keep this 
organ in repair, also that this sum is in- 
adequate for its needs, 
In St. James Catholic church, at Twenty- 
ninth street and Calumet avenue, the organ 
claims particuler distinction for three dif- 
ferent reasons: Firstly, it was built by Hil- 
burn Roosevelt; secondly, it was entirely 
reconstructed under the supervisi6n of Fred- .

it‘ is, again in the hand#of one.of the world's 
best’ known organists, Wilhelm Middel- 
echulte.

In 
order that the argument to be’ advanced 
may be presented with a dignity commen- 
surate with that of a great commonwealth 
and a proud’ people it’ seeris advisable to 
preface it with a broader consideration of 
racial] characteristics as they find musical 
expression, together with the irrefutable 
statement that nationality in music seems 
to be an element especially fruitful of dis- 
cord among musicians and music lovers. 
At the same time it may be observed that 
it ig an element of remarkable persistence 
and one that elicits many expressions of In- 
terest. It is to be noted that every discovery 
of the art is immediately, appropriated by 
the composers of all nation#; If the modern 
Frenchmen experiment with the fllusive at- 
tractions of the whole-tole mode they are 
immediately followed, by Italians, Germans, 
and Hungarians. Puccini avetis himself of 
the discoveries of Debussy as freely as Wag- 
ner utilized the’ thematic material: that 
Liszt had {nvented. 
ato 
But it cannot de sald that Wagner thereby 
imparted to his music the freedom that in 
the compositions ‘of Liszt.is the mark of far 
seeing genius. Liszt refused to submit bis 
art to the trammels of arbitrarily*and artt- 
ficially fixed tonal patterns. He retained the 
“ rhapsodic, extempore element,” a8 Huneker 
describes it, as the expression of a spiritual 
freedom from formality, and though he be- 
came the father of modern German music he 
never once reflected’ the réa} Teutonic spirit 
in his greater, compositions. In fact, the ex- 
pressions of nationality in his music are, tf 
not infrequent or unimportant, at least un- 
characteristic of ‘the man. Also they are 
deliberate, as when he arranges a rhapsodie 
on Hungarian folk tunes or transcribes for 
the plano a song by Schubert, Schumann. or 
Chopin. For Lisst seetns to ‘have been one 
of the few great masters whose talent trans- 
cended the narrow Mmits of nationality. 
‘Wagner, as Busoni has said, was a Ger- 
man Titan. Now the first law of the German 
mind is order and as every one knows, so 
far from being an artistic disadventage, or- 
der is an element of beauty. The German 
passion for order and discipline that has 
wrought such wonders of “ Griindlichkeit ” 
in science, government, and in military af- 
fairs has naturally achieved its,artistioc 
expressions, of which the most significant 
and beautiful are, possibly, the music-dramas 
of Wegner.

And so his music has remained Italian, de- 
spite its many reminiscences of Debussy.

In the same 
inanner MacDowell took the forms of music 
made ready to his hand by the composers 
of Europe and made them expressions of 
faeling and sensibility that, since they differ 
from anything European, may justly be 
called American, having béen voiced by an 
American. The same’nay be said of Elgar's 
music with aeons to its expression of 
British thought‘and feeling. 

But one significant exception to this rule
